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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Beizer et al. 
(U.S. Patent 6,240,414). 

Claim 21: FIG. 3D of Beizer et al. refers to data elements in the work folder and data 
elements in a master folder. The work folder thus becomes the primary page and the master 
folder becomes the mirror page. Beginning at step (68), the value of the data element in the work 
folder is compared to the value of the data element in the master folder. If they are inconsistent, 
then at step 70, the value from the work folder is applied to the master folder, so as to make the 
consistent page (the work folder) become consistent with the inconsistent page (the master 
folder). Thus, the step of resolving the lock status can be resolved by passing through the 
decision blocks. 

No patentable weight is attributable to the wherein clause because it is predicated by an 
"if or "when" condition that may not necessarily occur. Accordingly, the conditions of the 
wherein clause are optional and thus carry no patentable weight. (MPEP 2106, Section C). 

Claims 22-24: See remarks for claim 21. Note that the "wherein" clauses in each of these 
claims includes a "when" condition that may not necessarily occur. Accordingly, these 
"wherein" clauses are optional and carry no patentable weight. 

Claims 1-15 and 17-20 are allowed. 
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Remarks 

Claims 21-24 remain the only claims under rejection. Examiner maintains that changing 
the "if clause to a "when" clause does not alter the recitation as being conditional (i.e. does not 
necessarily have to occur). Accordingly, the rejection for claims 21-24 is sustained. Claims 1- 
15 and 17-20 are allowed.
